N.S.W., Type I., came into existence; the following denominations being perfor-

ft was found that so many punctured holes caused the stamps to tear, and on 
March i4th a change was decided upon, when Type II punctured Gi.S.B. were 
prepared by the Government Printer. 

Up to the time of writing, 27/4/'o8, I have not seen any stamps as Type I 
G.S.B. 

N.S.W.; but upon enquiry I learned that all the stamps of this type were used. 
Their issue punctured as Type I is officially recorded; and, considering the short 
time they were in use, should prove very rare.

On March 14th, 1907, the following denominaticns appeared punctured G.B.S. 
Type II :—1d., 3d., 4d., 9d., and £1, followed on June 6th by the 2d. sd. and 1/-; 
and on August the 2nd by the 6d. It was not u February 17th, 1908, that 
the 3/- and 10/- appeared; and the following derominations havé not yet been 
issued :—ġd., 24d., 8d., 10d., and 2/6. 

The only values noted as Type H on Victorian paper to-date, 27/4/'08, are 
1d., 2d., 4d., od., and 1/-.
